I'au!  Cambon  waa  born  January 
20,  1943.  He  waa  called  to  fhe  Par- 
isian bar  some  twenty  yeara  later, 
and  after  tea  yeara  of  odmlaiatrativa 
wcrk  la  varloaa  flovemasant  depart- 
manta  waa  traaaferred  to  the  diplo- 
matic aarvlee  aad  appointed  Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary  at  Tunie:  In 
lltS  he  became  French  Ambaaaador 
to  Spaia,  aad  two  yeara  later  went 
to  Cbnstantinople  in  the  aame  cap- 
acity In  ISOS  he  presented  hia  cre- 
dentiala  as  Ambassador  to  Great  Brit- 
ain.

Paul  Cambon  acted  aa  tatarmed- 

lary  during  the  aefotiationa.  and  It 
waa  largely  tlurouah  him  that  the 
many  difflculties  were  Ironed  out. 
The  announcement  th^t  an  agree- 
ment had  been  reached  came  sud- 
denly late  in  ISM  and  aataanded  the 
entire  world. 

The  basis  of  the  treaty  provided 
for  the  French  aurreader  to  Great 
Briuia  of  certain  leav  atandiaf 
riahta  la  Biypt.  while  Britala  •  eon- 
eaded  that  Fraaee  oeeafied  a  priv- 
UOflOd  poaltion  in  Morocco.  Aalde 
from  aattling  theae  cardinal  points 
the  treaty  also  wouad  up  many  other 
matters  of ,  controversy  between  the 
two  aaUona.

Hardly  lena  important  to 
Kuropc  was  the  fact  that  Russia 
came  indirectly  into  the  agreement 
through  her  previously  existing  alli- 
ance with  France,  heaoa  Kiag  Kd- 
ward's  original  purpeee  Of  aaltlnr 
the  three  ocuntriae  through  aueh  a 
treaty  waa  aooompllahed. 

Mr.  camhoo  aoflotlated  aad  eignad 
the  flaal  draft  after  Deleaaea  and 
I^anadownc  had  agreed  upon  the  ea- 
sential  terms.

■•pirblarite,  Mr  l>avfy  Htated.  wan  ;i 
misnomer  In  this  ronnectlon.  as  no 
matter  how  Inree  a  majority  of  votes 
were  pilad  Up  acalnat  th*  bill,  the  Act 
would  still  remain  on  tho  atatute 
books:  notwItheUndlBsr  the  plehlacite 
resttlta,  the  Lleutenant-Ooveraor  In 
Council  ml«ht  aubmit  anothor  pleb- 
iecHo  at  any  time:  notwithstanding  n 
vote  asainet  the  sale  of  beer  throusrh- 
out  the  Province,  the  Art  would  atlU 
remain  In  force.  Two  further  points 
were  emphasized  by  .Mr  Uavey:  Klrst.

ing dlelalen  where  there  waa  a  small 
vote  against  the  plebiscite  with  an- 
other pelUae  division  where  there  was 
a  larger  majartty  la  favar  of  the  oal* 
of  beer. 

Worse  Than  8akM>n 
The  effect  of  the  operation  of  the 
Art  was  compared  with  the  "old  sa- 
loon days"  to  the  dlsadvantacs — from 
the  ProhlhlUonlsts'  point  of  view— of 
th*  newer  ooadttlena.  The  Ueuor 
coftrel  Beard,  under  the  Aet,  had  ab- 
solute control  in  the  say  of  what 
premises  should  or  should  not  l>e 
licenced.  It  mifht  be  a  Urfp  ground 
floor  room  or  It  might  be  a  small 
room. 

"We  are  not  in  as  favorable  a  posi- 
tion with  resard  to  these  premises  ns 
we  were  in  the  days  of  the  saloon," 
said  Mr.  Davey,  "for  In  the  daya  or 
the  saloen  It  was  not  every  place  that 
eould  secure  a  licence,  owing  to  cer- 
tain conditions  as  to  the  number  of 
people  that  accommodHtlon  had  to  be 
provided  for."  And  In  the  old  rlayn 
the  saloon  could  be  refuxed  In  any 
particular  locality,  wherran  under  thf 
Art  there  waa  no  rl|fht  for  petition 
Ufalnei  llrensed  premises.  The  IJ- 
renslng  Commissioners  In  the  old  day^ 
could  revoke  a  llcenf^e  in  the  case  of  .i 
place  rominc  Into  bad  repute:  but 
under  the  prasent  Act.  although  tho 
Uouor  Control  Board  hud  tne  rtcht  to 
revoke  the  Itrence  of  any  premise.*, 
ih«-.<r  premlecM  could  not  be  closed. 

Another  point  over  which  Indiana- 
flon  waxed  stronR.  was  Mr.  Davey'n 
sutement  that,  under  the  present  Act. 
premisee  Ueenaed  for  the  aale  of  boer 
by  the  glass  Rslght  earry  on  hualaeas 
AS  a  rsstaersot.  the  only  limitation 
impoaed  by  the  Aet  being  that  thet  .^ 
ehould  he  no  Ssle  of  soft  or  othT 
drinks  "ov^r  n  h.ir  <■•-  'r>ijntrr." 

Pabllr  Hoodwinked 
Dr.  Kipprell  was  on  his  feet  the  mo- 
ment Mr.  Davey  ooneluded  his  state- 
ment, and  pronounced  In  nO  uncertain 
voice  that  "the  public  had  certainly 
been  hoodwinked  by  th*  whole  Act."

A  MAftVSLLOUt  COUNTRY 

London  is  still  the  money  centre 
of  tha  world  and  Great  Briuin  is  the 
most  extraordinary  country  in  the 
world.  That  is  the  report  brought 
home  by  Mr.  George  Kidd,  Presi- 
dent of  the  British  Columbia  Electric 
Railway  Company,  who  has  just  re- 
hirncd  from  a  visit  to  Earope. 

The  political  situation  is  very  un- 
certain over  there,  but  the  people  arc 
gMai  Mora  attenlkMi  to  baalMaa  than' 

to  politics  and  are  pursuing  the  ac- 
cnstomed  tenor  of  their  way  notwitb- 
ataoding  the  chaotic  political  con- 
ditions. They  are  paying;  their  faxes, 
which  in  many  cases  absorb  half  their 
incomes,  and  their  national  debt, 
which  is  the  heaviest  in  the  world. 
Tbey  have  dismiassd  "indemnities" 
frOM  their  minds,  apparently  content 
to  meet  their  obtiga' ons  out  of  their 
own  pockets.  i>ince  the  dose  uf  the 
war,  aa  Mr.  H.  H;  Aa«aHli  has 
pointed  out,  the  national  debt  has 
been  reduced  by  £650,000,000,  a  sum 
in  «sctaa  of  tha  entire  indebtedness 
of  the  couniry  prior  to  ihr  nar. 

A  country  which  can  do  that  ran- 
ntt  be  in  each  a  bad  way.  At  th« 
SA-.  f  time  there  i*  little  doubt  titat 
capiul  has  misgivings  as  to  the  future. 
It  Is  SMMng  investment  in  other' 
countries,  chiefly  in  .\merican  count- 
ries, as  there  is  no  security  in  other 
parts  of  tiM  world.  Earop«  is  a 
seelhins  caldron  of  political  and 
social  unrest  and  the  conditions  in 
Iftdk  and  other  parts  ol  Asia  are 
causing  disquietude  in  the  minds  of 
far>seeing  statesmen.  Canada  never 
had  t  fraater  opportunity  to  secure 
eftjMtal  for  legitimate  investment.  Buf 
fOO^fnc  reason  which  her  sutesmen 
sfcf  Id  be  called  apoa  to  explain, 
RHUsh  'minrants  and  British  capital 
aiMi  to  prtter  to  seek  fortMe  and 
i»»»t«mrt  hi  til*  UflHad  "IkiRH  and^ 
Aaanalia.

Then  the  question  of  pstriotism 
arises.  The  United  Ststes  Congress 
has  passed  Isws  which  practically 
(>rohibit  product*  of  the  soil  from  en- 
tering that  conntry.  The  embargo  is 
not  airtight  as  yet;  but  a  proposal  is 
before  the  House  to  make  it  so.  A 
duty  of  forty-five  cents  a  bushel  on 
Canadian  wheat  has  not  had  the  pro 
hibitive  effect  desired,  but  the  question 
of  cloaing  the  gates  entirely  aod  mak- 
ing the  embargo  absolute  is  about  to 
receive  consideration.  The  govern- 
ment also*  has  born  asked  to  take  over 
the  job  of  marketing  wheat,  fix  the 
price  of  it,  and  mafMtfllli' general  tax- 
payer pay  the  difference  between  the 
actual  market  price  and  the  price  re- 
ceived on  the  tparkets  of  tiia  world. 
Thst  is  a  sample  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  United  Ststes  is  protecting 
the  farmer  against  foreign  competi- 
tion. Theoretically  the  idea  may  be 
unsound  and  indefensible.  h«t  the 
fact  remains  that  the  United  States 
is»  the.  most  prospcroas  coaatry  in  the 
world.  Protection 'has  produced  sat- 
isfactory results;  protection  to  the 
point  of  absolute  exclusion  may  pro- 
duce disaster.  The  producers  of 
British  Columbia  ncad  not  look  for 
adequate  protcolm  on  the  part  of 
the  present  govcrament  of  Canada. 
They  must  do  their  best  to  protect 
themselves,  and  they  can  only  do  that 
by  trying  to  persuade  consumers  to 
pstronise  local  indaatries.

HUDSON  BAY  DREAM 


When  Sir  Henry  Thornton  an- 
nunced  that  he  would  make  a  personal 
»urvcv  of  the  Hudson  Bay  route  and 
decide  whether  it  was  practical  and 
feasible  for  the  transportation  of 
grain  from  the  Northwest  to  (ireat 
Britain,  The  Colonist  suggested  that  a 
better  plan  would  be  to  leave  the  de- 
cision to  a  qualified  engineer.  A 
quaHfied  engineer  has  has  just  re- 
ported to  the  Federal  Government  on 
the  sobpcct,  and  his  decision  is  that 
the  route  is  neither  feasible  nor  prac- 
ticable. He  says  the  water  is  not 
deep  enough  at  any  of  the  known 
ports  and  that  the  season  of  open 
wajer  is  so  short  and  dangerous  that 
no  capuin  would  Carc  tO  take  his 
ship  into  the  Bay 

Thst  report  should  be  sufficient  to 
settle  the  question  and  to  save  the 
taxpayers  of  Canada  many  millions 
of  dollars  at  this  time  when  they  bave 
few  dollara  td  spare.  What  the  Pro- 
gressives, who  have  set  their  hearts 
upon  the  project  and  who  bold  the 
fate  of  the  King  Govammant  in  the 
hollow  of  their  hands,  aa  it  were,  will 
say  now  we  do  not  know.  At  any 
raM.' the' engineer  wlio  kiadc  tha  re- 
port says  it  would  be  cheaper  to 
transport  grain  to  the  European  mar- 
kets by  way  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
than  ts  provide  facilities  for  its 
transportation  by  way  of  Hudson 
Bay.

A  \bill  to  nationalise  all  lands,  min- 
erals, rivers  and  streams  was  intro- 
duced in  the  Imperial  Parnament 
this  week  and  was  defeated  by  the 
narrow  majority  of  twelve  votes,  a 
news  dispatch  informs  us.

Dr.  Sanford  deplored  the  action  of 
the  Oevarament  in  promiaing  vast  ex- 
penditures of  money  in  public  works 
for  the  aole  purpose  of  tafluenclng 
votea.  Moaey  ahould  ba  apoat  for  the 
public  good  aad  not  for  party  advan- 
tage. Me  eritlelsad  the  Oovernment 
for  uafalr  diaorlmlnatlon  in  ezpendi- 
turea  agalnat  the  constituencies  of 
Cowiehan  and  Newcastle  Heoiuse 
Newcastle  had  returned  a  Hociallat 
waa  no  reason  why  that  dtatrlct  should 
be  unfairly  dealt  with,  aa  it  un- 
doubtedly had  beea,  in  the  matter  of 
road  expendlturaa.  FhvorltUra  to  dia- 
tricu  waa  juat  aa  uawarthy  aa  favorit- 
ism ta  ladlTldttals.  People  loot  faith 
ia  dawanraUe  forma  of  government 
when  a  fair  deal  all  the  way  'round 
waa  denied. 

The  enosaneua  waatage  of  the  Oov- 
ernment muat  stop  If  disaster  was  to 
be  avoided.  An  equalization  of  rev- 
enue and  expenditure  must  be  reached 
at  once.  Careful  and  honest  methods 
of  expenditure  were  urgently  needed.

The  only  man  m  public  life  in  thla 
Province  with  the  ability  and  knowl- 
edge neceaaary  to  lead  the  country 
out  of  the  dlfflcalUen  In  which  It  waa 
involved  waa  W.  J.  Bowser.  Me  -did 
not  believe  that  Oeaeral  MeRae  wa% 
the  man  the  country  needed.  He 
wondered  who  was  the  leader  of  the 
McRae  party  anyway.  When  the 
General  had  been  tendered  the  leadf>r 
ship  at  the  rrovlnclal  convention  he 
had  declined,  on  the  ground  that 
"there  were  aome  things  In  hla  paat 
for  which  he  would  have  to  apologise." 

Ha  alao  wondered  where  all  the 
MeJtao  eampaign  money  waa  earning 
from.  The  General  had  pot  up 
ISf  ,oa*,  but  that  had  been  uaad  long 
ago. 

'Trom  the  States."  shouted  some- 
one In  the  audience. 

Mr.  Reade  aald  it  eame  from  the 
rank  ahd  file  of  the  party. 

The  doctor  aald  he  would  be  glad 
to  know  that  thla  waa  true.  They 
were  apendlVig  a  great  deal  of  money, 
and  their  oTftaniaation  in  Vaneouvar 
wae  a  vary  aspenaivs  one.  They  em- 
ployed a  large  suff  in  their  ofneCs 
there. 

Dr.  flanford  aaJd  there  were  two 
ways  of  awelsting  the  Oliver  Oovern- 
ment. One  was  to  votp  for  the  Oliver 
eaOdldate  and  the  other  waa  to  vote 
for  the  McRae  party,  thus  dividing 
the  oppoaition  vote.  General  MeRae 
waa  playing  into  Oliver'a  handa,  he 
said.

A  floclalist  mem- 
ber could  accomplish  Qothing.  New- 
castle had  been  rcpreaented  by  a 
socialiat  for  twenty  yaara.  and  was 
the  worst  neftloetod  diatrtet  In  the 
Province. 

Road  Work  Rapped 
Mr.  DaviA  scored  the  Government 
for  their  extra vaganee.  They  quad- 
rupled the  Provlaeial  debt  la  seven 
yean.  They  taoreaaad  the  taxea  4aa 
per  coat.  They  unjustly  dlaerimlnated 
agalnat  the  district.  They  had  de- 
stroyed the  political  entity  of  both 
Oowlrhan  and  Newcaafle  to  the  detri- 
ment of  both.  A  S|>erlal  appropria- 
tion for  highways  had  l>een  most  un- 
fairly distributed  .lohn  Oliver's  dis- 
trict, with  .19  miles  of  road,  got 
ll.OOS.SeS:  Dr.  Sutherland  got  half  a 
million  for  Reve^oke.  aad  |Camloope 
gat  a  oaarter  MIlMan.  Cawlahaa  ra- 
caivod  Ili.adO  aad  Naweaatia  ft.aaa 
from  thla  aource.  The  prlmlnr  of  the 
votora'  llat  had  b«en  taken  from  Dun- 
can.  and  the  retnrrrinc  officer's  job 
also  went  outalde.  This  waa  a  aximple 
of  what  might  l>e  eepacted  UBdeo  a 
continuation  of  T.,lt>eral  nile.

Speaking  on  the  record  of  the  Oliver

The  blMreot  lesue  in  the  PrevlBee  at 
the  preoent  time  waa  freight  ratea, 
he  aald,  and  he  urged  ^olid  support 
of  Premier  John  Oliver  and  the  Lib- 
eral party  In  the  effort*  bein;  put 
forth  to  necure  falt^eatment.  Pre- 
mier Ciliver'a  efforts  In  that  reaped  ao 
far  had  been  solely  reaponlable  for 
the  fact  that  thla  year  flfty  milUon 
buahela  of  prairie  grain  waa  ahippeU 
for  export  Tla  the  Paelflc  Coaat.  and 
be  was  nure  that  tt  the  Uberal  party 
was  returned  to  power  that  the  bual* 
ness  represented  by  that  quiuitlty 
would  be  doubled  and  tripled. 

Dr.  Raynor  Heckled 
Doctor  M.  Raynor  prefaced  his  ad- 
dreu  by  a  brief  retaraaes  to  the  Lib. 
era!  policy  In  regard  to  tho  develop 
meat  of  aatural  respuriOi  afferu 
rut  forth  to  protect  sueti  mtattroes 
for  the  people  of  the  Province.

One-third 
of  the  men  of  Canada  who  enlisted  for 
military  service  during  the  Great 
War  were  physically  and  medically 
unfit,  he  said.  Much  had  been  done 
■Inee  to  remedy  auc  ha  condition,  but 
much  remained  to  be  done.  In  re 
sard  to  tlauar.  he  was  oppooed  to  any 
further  leglslatlen  whtek  ivouid  In 
any  way  Ihoreaoe  eonsumptlOB  of 
Bpirltaoua  imrars  la  British  CelumMs. 

Mr.  Hall  explalaed  at  length  the 
Intricate  eub-dlvisloQs  oontained  It 
the  flght  being  waged  by  Premier 
Oliver  to  secure  n  fsir  divlaion  of 
freight  rate  charges  for  Krillah  Co- 
lumbia, and  he  outlined  the  tremen- 
dous advantages  which  would  accrue 
to  the  Province  if  the  diacrimlnatory 
rates  now  In  existence,  were  romoYod.
